VIEWED IN

CRIMPING IN AMERICA AS

GREAT BRITAIN

Liverpool Journal oi Commerce Discusses
Situation From Standpoint
of Shipowners.

[Liverpool Journul of Commerce,]

The question of crimping & one
which has been before the publie for
yourn, and fs yet far from practical

determination of the United Biates
authorities to put an effectual stop to
the evil, Some correspondeincc has
pussed between the board of trade and
the shipping federation on the sub-
Ject, but apparently to little purpose.
The latter body takes exceplion to por-
tions of the report of the United States
commissioner of navigalon dealing
with desertlon of seamen from “for-
elgn” ships at Ban Francisco, and evi-
dence ls tendered In the form of a
sworn affidavit by one of the witnesses
examined—a shipmaster—that certaln
matters referred to in the commis-
sloner’'s report were absolutely untrue,
and the deductions drawn not such as
were warranted, the scope of the In-
quiry being Insufficient, and the basls
therefore unsound, It Is alleged In the
report that causes connected with the
Internal discipline of the ships are re-
#ponsible for the desertions of seamen
to an even greater extent than the
crimping system which obtaing at Ban
Francisco,

As supparting this argument the case
of French vessels Is quoted, the de-
sertlons from such being considerably
fewer than In Britlsh, German or Nor-
wegian., This I8 sald to be due to tha
pecuniary Inducements  offered In
French ships, which In order to earn
thelr bounty must have three-fourths
of the crew Frenchmen. San Fran-
cisco In any case is not the worst port
by any means for desertions, and
should not be taken as representing
all that can be sald agalnst the systems
prevalling In other places, such as Port-
land, Tacoma and various ports where
wages rule even higher, and “blood
money” Is outrageous. But even at
San Franclseo desertion causes a direct
loss to owners, because of the higher
wages to be puld and the shipping fees
to be met. In any case there is no
induceméent to masters elther for their
perasonal galn or that of thelr cwners
to seek the clearance of their fore-
castlea,. Doubtless In very excéptional
cases masters have assisted, directly or
indirectly, In the desertion of some
members of thelr crews, but these
cases are so few as to be ignored, and
cannot in any case be advanced as
constituting o majority or warranting
the statement complained of.

With regard to the comparison with
French vessels, there are many con-
thelr
crews remaining by thelr vessels, which
are ignored by the commissioner of
navigution, These men have seldom
any knowledge of the English lan-
guage, and the temptation to desert in
n forelgn country Is less than In the
cige of British or even of Norwegian
and German seamen. They are as o
rule men of a better olasas than those
composing the mercantile marine of

siderations which conduce to

this country. French crews are usual-
ly recruited from the same distriet—

often from the same tawn or village—

and frequently include many members

quently a bond of cohesion among
them which Is not to be found in the
cuse of British crewn. French seamen
are during the whole of their career
more or lesa under naval diseipilne,
and cannot readily escape the conme-
quences of misconduct. In his letter,
Cuthbert Laws sayw:

“More Important still, as nullifying
the conclusions of the commissioner of
navigation, s the fact that inguiries
which my executive have made In
France have resulted in the Informa-
tion froam an suthoritative quarter, that
the fallure of & French vessel to main-
tain the proper complement of French
hands on board during the currency of
& voyage which had been commenced
under the prescribed conditions would
not deprive the owners of that vessel
of the bounty paymgnt, if such failure
could be shown to be due to desertion
In foreign ports, which would constl-
tute ‘force majeure.” Under these cir-
cumstances the Inference drawn by the
comminssioner of navigation In this
connection falls to the ground.”

The unreliabllity of the evidence
taken In 8Ban Francisco Is drawn at-
tention to, but generally the facls
alicited justify the shipowners' attitude
with regard to crimping in that port
The suggestion of the consul general
at San Francosco that the crews of
British ships be paid off there, or
should recelve thelr wuges weekly, s
one that could searcely be expected to
appeal effectunlly to owners or cap-
talns as practical, and it is not incor-
rectly assumed that to initlate such a
practice at a port where the wages
were higher than at the port of ship-
ment would prejudice awners and ship-
masters, whose authority would be
worth little. Owners ask If on the
adoption of such a proceeding in spe-
clal cases the board of trade would
indemnify them against the claims of
seamen for repatriation, The board of
trade requested the opinion of the fed-

|eratlon on the advisability of prevent-

ing the possibility of profit accruing
to the ship through the desertion of
members of the crew, and In reply
they say thut section 252 of the mer-

chant shipping act, 1804, would be best
rendered effective by the systematic
nrosecution of deserters by the board
of trade, so that the order of a court}
for the forfeiture of thelr wages may
be obtained, the balance of wages (If
any) remaining after applylng such
forfeiture to the expenses caused to
the shipowner by the desertion, would},
then legally accrue to the exchequer.
If the board of trade should be pre-
pared to adopt this course, the federa-
tion executive would be ready In cases
where the clrecumstances are such as
w preclude the possibility of proceed-
Ings againet deserters, to advise mem-
bers to pay voluntarily to the ex-
cheéquer the balance (If any) of the
deserters’ wages remalning after de-
duction of the expenses caused by the
desertion, and would ralse no objec-
tion to & regulation making this course
obligatory under conditions specified.
